During the forenoon the river rose 


27 inches and up to 6 o'clock the rise 
continued at the same rate. Should the 
ice break up and go out during the 
night it is feared that many bridges 
In Saco and BIddeford would be swept 
away, as the water rushes down with 
tremendous fury. 
A telephone message received at noon 
by Manager J. B. Gregory of the Saco 
Lumber company from North Coaway, 
N. H, stated that the ram had been 
falling in that section since yesterday, 
and that the snow as 16 inches deep 
in the mountains. 


A telephone message this forenoon 


from West Buxton 
stated that the 


bridge at Haines' 
meadow had been 


washed away, also the bridge at Lit- 
Lle Falls, and there was no way of 
getting up river on the Buxton side. 


An Ice freshet is feared there and 


men will watch the river all night. 
Other small bridges are likely to be 
washed away, as the river is fast ap- 
proaching the danger point. 


The lowlands in Saco and BiddeFord 


are under water 
tonight, acres and 
acres of fields and yards being sub- 
merged. 


Many people on the banks of the 


river have moved 
their 
household 


goods to safer quarters, and many of 
the resldnts In that 
locality 
were 


obliged to use boats tonight in order 
:o reach their dwellings. In the vlcln- 
ty of Western avenue in BIddeford, 
dozens of cellars are flooded to a depth 
of six feet and in many houses fires 
n the furnaces were put out. Elec- 
,rlc road traffic between Saco and Old 
Orchard has been suspended owing to 
.ho tracks being several feet under wa- 
:er in many places. In both Saco and 
Biddeford sewers were unable to take 
care of the vast body of water and as 
a result hundreds of cellars were flood- 
ed. The loss 
In 
the two cities will 


amount to many hundreds of dollars. 
At Old Orchard the tide was unusually 
high, and late this afternoon it was 
reported that the new steel pier had 
>een carried away, but later it was 
earned that this was not so, although 
t was fared that the pier must go.

MAY HAVE BECOME INSANE.

Charles A. Checkering of Copenhagen, 
N. Y , was found 
dead outside the 


Grand Union hotel in this citx Tuesday. 
He had either fallen or jumped from 
a fourth story window of the hotel. 


The body of 
the congressman was 


found by a milkman on the sidewalk 
of the 41st street 
side of the hotel 


mder the open window of hisr oom, 
which was on the fourth floor. Evi- 
dently it had been lying 
there for 


iome time, as the clothing was satura- 
ted with rain. The clothing on tho 
body consisted of underwear, 
socks, 


night shirt, trousers and vebt, without 
coat, shoes or hat. 


There was a bad gash on the right 


iide of the head. 


Mr. Chickering had been in the hotel 


all day yesterday. He had complained 
considerably of rheumatism, but noth- 
ing Irrational in his actions had been 
observed by those at the hotel. 


The speculation about the manner of 


death led to conjectures that Mr Chick- 
ering may have been seized by a fit of 
temporary Insanity from the- pain of 
the rheumatism and have plunged out 
of the window in the night, or that ho 
had been a sonambuhst and had walk- 
ed out of the window and clambered 
over the flre escape. He could not easi- 
ly have fallen oi't of the window to 
the street, as the fire escape would have 
prevented that 


Manager Tarbell of the hotel said he 


could not account for the death. He 
received a telephone communication 
from Washington in which he was ask- 
ed to hold the body in readiness for re- 
moval to Copenhagen. It was stated 
that the family would be on 
from 


Washington this evening, 


Manager Tarbell of the Grand.TInion 


had the body removed to the hotel ves- 
tibule until a patrol wagon was sum- 
moned and the body was taken to the 
East 35th street police station. 


Representative Chichermg informed 


the hotel clerk last night that he in- 
tended taking an early train today for 
Washington. 


The room occupied by Mr. Chickering 


was large and outside of the window 
was the iron flre escape. That suicide 
was deliberate is evident from the fact 
that Mr. Chickering had to climb out 
and then jump over the fire escape rail- 
ing. He struck on his head and side, 
breaking many bones. 


In response to telephonic 
inquiry 


from this city to Copenhagen today 
a friend of Mr. Chickering said: 


"Mr. Chickering's mind has been af- 


fcted since, he was jll with fever over 
a year ago. He was not considered re- 
sponsible, 
but 
was melancholy at 
times."

The newspapers! have been busy for 


some time past with the name of Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt, who. if one were to 
judge from the comments of certain ed- 
itors, was to be the Republican candi- 
date for the Vice Presidency regardless 
of his own wishes in the matter, or 
without any particular thought of'the 
wishes of the convention which has the 
settlement of the question.

Tbe Shipping Bill. 


The Washington correspondent of the 


Philadelphia Press writes: The Board 
of Trade of Norfolk, Va., has sent to the 
President and Congress a resolution 
adopted the other day, as follows:— 


"Prosperous shipbuilding and ship- 


owning Industries are essential to the 
welfare of the nation in time of peace, 
and to its safety in time of war, bene- 
fltting our citizens, whatever their field 
of labor. 


"Resolved, 
That the bill entitled, 
'Bill to increase the foreign trade of, 
and to provide auxiliary cruisers, trans- 
ports and seamen for government uje 
when necessary,' is believed to represent 
a well considered plan for the creation 
and support of an ocean merchant ma- 
rine under our flag, and that our Sena- 
tors and Representatives are urged to 
give it their active support as a great 
national measure, irrespective of party 
politics." 
, 


Chairman Kimball, of the Norfolk? & 


Western Railway directory,' says that if 
the shipping bill becomes a law his com- 
pany will establish a bi-weekly steam- 
ship service between Norfolk and South 
American ports, and he says that the 
passage of the bill will also result In 
the establishment of another large 
shipbuilding establishment at Norfolk. 


In connection with this proposition 


to establish a bi-weekly line of steam- 
ships to South America attention was 
called to an article just published, writ- 
ten by Pierre Leroy Deaulieu, editor, of 
the French Economist on the subject of 
American competition with Europe in 
the South American trade. He calls at- 
tention to the great Inferiority of the 
United States as compared with Europe 
in the trade of the South American 
countries. The United States, he says, 
has only 12 per cent of the import trade 
of Brazil, 7 per cent, of that ot P^ra- 
guay and Uraguay, and so on with other 
countries. He points out the fact that 
the United States furnishes only one- 
tenth of the $232,000,000 of Imports of 
the South American States bordering 
on the Atlantic. And that its share is 
almost exactly tbe same of the imports 
of the Sou,th American countries ou\the 
Pacific. He'adds. "The Insignificance' 
of the sales made by the United States 
to the more Important countries , of 
South America appears the more aston- 
ishing as the United States figures, as 
among the largest customers of those 
countries." 
He asks the question: 


"What are the causes of this inferiority 
in a part of the world where the United 
States at first sight should be expeqted 
to enjoy a privileged position?" and, he 
answers his own question as follows; — 


"Almost all tbe steamship lines which 


enter the ports of South America are 
controlled by European companies that 
have at heart European rather 
Amerolan commercial interests.

goes to a large extent by way ot Surope, 
thus handicapping American me chants 
to such a i extent that they are unable 
to compet 8 pith European mercl ants in 
that trade.

In a Idltlon 
to the bi-Weekly line, which the Nor- 
folk and Western people promts i to es- 
tablish, assurances have been g ven of 
the starting of two other lines. 
This 


would be of enormous advantage to the 
United States In promoting its oreign 
trade, and is only one lllnstra ion of 
what would happen if the bill should be- 
come a law.

Mr. Allison of Iowa spoke In favor of

He said that the 'Senate had regard- 


ed it wiser to deal with the pending 
question In accordance with tbe pro- 
visions of the Senate measure than in 
accordance with the House bill. 


Mr. Allison having asserted that he 


never had supposed} that there was any 
doubts in the minds of anybody that 
this country was on the gold standard. 
Mr. Teller inquired) if in 1873 the gold 
dolllar was made the standard of value. 


Mr. Allison replied that the dollar 


was made the unit by the act of 1873. 


In reply to Mr. Tlllman, Mr. Allison 


said that be assisted President Cleve- 
land to secure the repeal of theShermau 
law in 1893, but that he also criticised 
the Democratic party for its attitude 
on the money question since. 


"Well, I merely Interposed" said Mr. 
Tlllman, "In order to get the Senator to 
absolve the Democratic party from all 
responsibility for 'Grover Cleveland. 
He never was a Democrat 


"1 will absolve the Democratic party 


from all responsibility for Mr. Cleve- 
land" replied Mr. > Allison, suavely, 
"and I will absolve Mr. Cleveland 
from responsibility for the Democratic 
party. I know that he does not care 
to accept such a responsibility" (laugh- 
ter). 
| 


Mr. Lindsay (Ky.) inquired whether, 


in case there should be a deficit, the 
gold obtained from [the sale of bonds 
under tbe bill could be used to pay 
government expenses. 


"Under the provisions of the Senate 
substitute," replied Mr. Allison, "bonds 
for obtaining gold 1 can be sold only 
when the reserve falls below $50.000,- 
000; and I want to express my firm 
conviction that It will never be neces- 
sary to sell bonds for that purpose." 


Mr. Allison also said that tbe green- 


backs, under the provisions of the bill, 
practically would be a gold certificate 
as it was now. Mr! Allison said that 
the bill did not provide for exchange 
of silver notes for] gold because the 
committee did not'deem it necessary. 


M. Allen ( Neb.)! said that bis ob- 


jection to the bill was that the whole 
power to issue money would be turned 
over to the national banks. Mr. Alli- 
son replied that under tbe bill every 
dollar ot our currency must remain In 
circulation. 
Allison then turned to 


the refunding features of the bill. He 
said It was a propitious time to re- 
deem tbe bonds due In 1904, 1907 and 
1908. 
| 


We could save $22,000,000 per an- 
num by funding tbe bonds now. Tbe 
funding should not be postponed until 
there was an unfavorable money mar- 
ket.

In conclusion Mr. Allison said: 
"There is no concealment, no prevari- 
cation In this bill, lit contains noth- 
ing that la not plainly written on Its 
face.1'

William Jameson Reid in his inter- 


esting work "Unexplored Asia," tells of 
a strange people he visited and a thrill- 
Ing experience be encountered which Is 
scarcely paralleled in modern books of 
travel. At Gharlkau (latitude 33 de- 
grees on the Djichu river,) where near- 
ly 30 main caravan roads converge. In- 
tersecting the country, and affording a 
practical means of communication 
tram China to Thibet and to the other 
regions to Central Asia, he halted for 
a fortnight's journey to the northwest- 
ward through the Ping mountains to 
the Chlte city of Tzuchau, In the here- 
tofore unknown and untrodden north 
east Corner of Thibet. According to 
Chinese historians many centuries ago 
the Chites, then a highly civilized and 
enligtened race, but the most fanatical 
and bigoted of Buddhists, from their 
turbulent and proselytizing spirit be- 
coming obnoxious to the government 
were driven from their home near 
Shanghai and, after years of wander- 
Ing, up the valley of the Yantse Klang 
and the Kinsha, they finally located in 
this wild mountain region of northeast- 
ern Thibet. Here they have held aloof 
from their more civilized Chinese 
neighbors, and are for the most part 
semi-civilized, many of them being 
savages of the worst order, and even 
cannibalism is said to be prevalent 
among numbers of them. 
They ac- 


knowledge no allegiance to the emperor 
defy the mandarins, and hold no com- 
munication with the outside world. 
Over mountains and rivers and sandy 
wastes our intrepid travelers with a 
selected body ot their brave followers 
and native Gharlkaussa made their 
way for flve days, until, halting on the 
edge of the forest, they saw in a shal- 
low plain below them the object of their 
quest, the Chita city ot Tzuchau. The 
Author continues as follows: "It had 
been our intention to steal into the city 
under cover of -the night, nut from our 
position of vantage we could see that 
some reunions demonstration was In 
progress, and we did npt dare to move. 
One of the Gharlkauesea, accompanied 
by one of the Kiangsls, volunteered to 
cross the open space and enter the city 
In search of food. 


"With careful hearts we saw them 


depart, and. half dead with cold and 
exposure, waited In silence tor two long 
honre, when we breathed a sigh of In- 
voluntary relief aa they reappeared 
with aaveral loafa of .bread and two 
large pieces of yak meat1, which they 
ha JTteBn able to Besure^rom adeserte5 


half hour our guides crawled out on tbe 
plain, and returned with the Informa- 
tion that they bad discovered a con- 
siderable cave in the hillside to the left 
of the town, which would screen us 
from observation, and at the same time 
permit us to watch the movements of 
those inside tbe walls. Caustlously we 
crawled along on our bellies for what 
seemed to be ages of time until one of 
our guides pointed to a narrow open- 
ing ahead, just sufficient to admit a 
man in a stooping position. With a 
sigh of relief we entered, and 
with 


thankful hearts feasted on the raw yak 
meat. 
Fearful and watchful we re- 


mained all night, like wild beasts pur- 
sued by some unknown terror. 
"Next morning the religious festival 


which we had witnessed the night be- 
fore was still In progress, and we were 
about to venture forth to secure a bet- 
ter view, when we were hurried back by 
the unnerving spectacle of tf long pro- 
cession approaching In our direction, 
beating drums and tom-toms and led by 
a dozen fllthy-lpoking priests. 
They 


baited 
for a few minutes, and then, 


having reformed, commenced the as- 
cent of the hilly slope, where we were 
concealed. Onward still they came, the 
priests chanting in dolorous voices, 
while the horde following took up the 
wild refrain until the dm was simply 
indescribable. If we bad entertained 
hopes that they were bound elsewhere, 
we were doomed 
to disapnointment, 


for they were now scarcely 80 yards 
away and approaching the cave en- 
trance We had just time to retire from 
our position and clamber un a steep 
ascent at one side of the cave to a place 
of concealment, when the leaders of the 
procession entered the narrow orifice, 
and halted while torches were being lit 
to guide their passage through the 
gathering gloom. 


"For half an hour the ear-torturing 


strife of discord waxed louder at every 
moment until a hundred devils in hu- 
man form flitted beneath the sepulchral 
glare of flickering torches, like a weird 
and supernatural picture of another 
world.

THE WHIST TABLE, 


Danger of Too Many Conventions in 


a System. 


There is danger of overloading any 


system with too many contentions. 
That certain rules are necessary for 
the safe conduct of the game, it part- 
ners intend to understand each other, 
is a foregone 90nclusion, but to make a 
number of additions to the necessary 
basis of the sclenqe of whist will be 
found more often to be a trick IOSIT 
than a winning game. Mr Bouve and 
Mr. Fcnollossa, of the American Club, 
of Boston, have both put themselves on 
record as to the danger of calling on 
the lead when you want trumps out 
Their opinions on this subject have 
frequently been quoted. 
There is ono 


objection to this convention, however, 
that has not been sufficiently dwelt 
upon, and that is that if certain cards 
are arbitrarily adopted as "callers," 
such methods may seriously interfere 
with the safe conduct of the hand. In 
a recent match it was agieed between 
partneis that the deuce, three, and 
four of a suit should be used as "call- 
ers," with an honor cut. The queen 
was ne\er, under any circumstances, 
to be led except to show two honors 
besides herself 
The jack and ten were 


only to be led from the top of a short 
suit. 


Now, 
this seemed simple enough un- 


til the actualities of the game ap- 
peared, when one of the players picked 
up the following hand. The queen o£ 
spades was turned. The player who 
had the opening lead held eight, seven, 
six of spades (trumps), king jack, ten, 
four, three, two of diamonds; three, 
two of hearts; and queen, foui, ot 
clubs. What lead could be made that 
would not throw out the partner? If 
one of the lower diamonds WPI e opened 
and the partner took the trk k, a trump 
lead was certain to follow to a hand 
devoid either of trump stiength or 
re-entries. 
This was considered too 


dangerous to risk. The diamonds < ould 
not be opened with either the jack or 
ten, as that meant nothing higher in 
the suit. So the idea of opening the 
diamonds was abandoned. The hearts 
and the trumps were equally impos- 
sible, so that finally the queen of clubs 
was decided upon. The partner read 
the lead as coming from stiength, 
c.uefully exhauated^he ttumps, led a 
< hib, which put the enemy in the load, 
and they made every club, which hap- 
pened to be then suit. It was a pretty 
sc veie iPi-soii to the opening hand for 
the dpal opumed in an impoitant 
matihand was one-of the piincip.il 
factois in losing tlio game.

loses they seem to forget all about it. 
A different phrase of thib question is 
the frequent violation of the rules gov- 
erning the leads 
oE certain trumps 


from given combinations The reasons 
foi the difference between the plain 
suit and trump leads are explained In 
all text books 
While the best lead 


from ace, king, and three small cards, 
or from king, queen, and thiee small 
cards is admitted beyond dispute 


In spite of this, however, It is sur- 


prising how often players who know 
better will open such suits acording to 
what appears to be the whim of the mo- 
ment. If you hold an established suit 
and no re-entry outside of trumps a 
player may often be justified In the 
choice of a high card contrary to rule. 
It Is not, however. In such cases that 
one sees individual judgment thus ex- 
ercised. Not long ago a reliable player 
lost the chance of making top score by 
leading the qupen of trumps from king, 
queen, and two small cards. He had 
no particular reason for getting the ace 
of trumps out of the way at once, and 
he was pei fectly aware that the correct 
play was the fourth best Another case 
m point was noted where the original 
lead Indicated trump strength and 
fourth hand upon winning the trick 
opened the trump lo» from ace, king, 
knave, and four small cards. He hap- 
pened to find his partner with lone 
queen and prevented the advocate of 
trumps showing leads from making a 
single trump, although he had the ten 
and three small cards. The original 
leader questioned the soundness of the 
play and attributed the result to luck, 
to which the fourth hafld player was 
unable to volunteer any satisfactory 
explanation. After a few heavy losses 
resulting from such experiments a 
player is generally satisfied to return 
to first principles.

It Is proposed 
to have the half-mile tracks keep to the 
old distances, and as they count many 
votes, It will do away with much oppo- 
sition not to try and change their dis- 
tance. 


"You ask what I think of ruling out 


all horses not entitled to first, second, 
third or fourth money at the end of the 
third heat. It may be an Improvement, 
but It does not seem quite as simple as 
the present rule, and I feel sure that 
simplicity is a valuable feature in any 
rule. The rule you tried several years 
ago was excellent, i. e., a horse not win- 
ning a heat in three to go to the stable. 
It certainly made good racing, but 
horsemen are not yet educated up to 
tha't point The key of the whole situ 
alien is this- That the horses are pro- 
tected too much and the audience too 
little. 


"Now, 
though the audience are the 


ones on whom the associations rely for 
their support, they are never organized 
to make rules as the horsemen are, and 
can only show that they are not enter- 
tained by staying away and going else- 
where for their amusement, and this is 
lust what they do in many cases. The 
managersof associations must first real- 
ize and then mako hon>e owners realize. 
Jiat the pel formances must be good, 
must go off uith no hitch or delay, and 
must entertain, if not excite, the crowd. 


"The time is coming, and the sooner 


he better for the horse interests, when 
he successful association will stait the 
aces exactly on time, and if a driver is 
not ready or his hoise has lost a shoe or 
jroken a hainess the judges will not 
eel that they can keep the audience 
vaiting. 


•What chance woi'ld a theatre man- 


ger have of making his bouse pay, if 
he ke:»t the audience waiting first for 
one actor to set ready, and then for a 
scene to be put In place. By the second 
or third evening theis \\otild be the 
manager and the actors prese..t, for the 
people would have gone to so.-.e. other 
theatre, wbeie the play was well put ou 
and well acted, and where the audience, 
and not the actors, were protected." 


There are suggestions In the above 


which all track managers should digest 
and adopt. Every hitch or delay that oc- 
curs during an afternoon racing mars 
the sport, and detracts from the inter- 
est of the spectators who pay to be en- 
tertained. This is especially true of that
